Much business was transacted at | 
the meeting of the town council held 
last Tuesday evening in the council 
chambers. Mayor Yates and Coun- 
cillors A. F. MacCallum, W. E. Thomp- 
gon, Chas, Thompson, J. A. Menard 
and J. W. Moss were present. 

N. T. Purcell, R. W. Brown and W. 
Halstead were also present. N. T. 
Purcell and R. W. Brown were Pre- 
senting four oi! the petai. 
grocery merchants of town, They 
were present in regard to the hawkers 
and peddlers act and more particul- 
arly in regard to the Chinaman whe 
was selling vegctables and fruit in 
town. 

Mr. Purcell outlined the case for 
the merchants in detail. They wanted 
the Council to prepare a resolution 
asking the Government to change the 
hawkers and pedicrs act so that the 
tos could be imposed for revenue pur. 
poses, The best way to as this would 
be to take it up through the union ol 
Alberta Municipalities organig tions. 
This matter had been taken Up witl. 
the Municipalitics last year and it ha. 
deen drafted along with some othe: 
resolutions for attention, The coun: 
cil thought tha“ it might be taken up 
at the present sitting of the Legis- 
lature and they would wait till after 
the session was over and if nothing 
were done they would then go into 
the matter. 

W. Halstead was present as one of 
a committee from the Board of Trade 
to find out what the Town intended 
to do about trees this year, also abou: 
parks etc. 

The council were not in a position 
to say what they were prepared to 
do this year on account of the lack of 
finances, The trees that are already 
planted would have to be looked after 
at any rate. It was stuted that u 
lot of damage had been done to trees 
lately. The secretary was instruct- 
ed to draw up a by-law regarding 
people damaging trees and the penal- 
ties pertaining thereto. The Mayor 
advised the council could not promis: 
anything but would try and advise 
Mr. Halstead in this regard by Sat - 
urday. : 

Secretary had received letter stat- 
ing that MacDonald would receive an 
allowance of $15.00 per month which 
would be paid to the hospital, . $5.00 
besides for himself. ‘That was a 
war veterans allowances and dated 
from January 8th, 1932.

Reader, of 
Calgary City Parks Department was 
the principal speaker of the evening. 
Mr. J. E. Wodell of Calgary Herald 
gave the opening address introducing 
the subject under discussion viz: gar- 
dens, trees, flowers and vegetables in 
a most pleasing manner. Mr. Wodell 
spoke of the place which the amateur 
work in the gardens should take in the 
life of everyone. Mr. Wodell also 
pointed out the moral aspect of the 
question of gardening and the elevat- 
ing influence which trees and flowers 
have on the mental attitude of the 
people, x 

Mr. Doughty-Davis, town planning 
engineer for the City of Calgary, tol- 
lowed Mr. Wodell in the series of 
lectures, speaking particularly if the 
planning of gardens throughout a 
town; the playing fields for high sctiool 
as well as Wementary schools with 
bal! diumonds, tennis grounds, sand 
pits und grass stretches. He also 
mentioned the location of the same 
pointing out particularly station 
grounds, approaches to towns, vacant 
lots, not suitable for buildings as well 
as other unsightly corners, which can 
be transformed into some of the most 
beautiful garden spots of the town.

WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD 


Canada's investment in highways is 
said to total $900,000,000, covering 
roads estimated at 390,000 miles in 
length. 


Waterloo bridge is sinking and 
must be replaced by a new one which 
will cost £1,295,000. The present 
bridge was opened in 1817. 

A total of 21,392 persons were na- 
turalized during the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31, 1931. Twenty-seven cer- 
tificates were revoked, Those natur- 
alized were mainly central Europeans. 

Furniture and other articles recent- 
ly seized by the police in Mahatma 
Gandhi's seminary brought $133.22, 
when they were auctioned to help pay 
taxes on the property. 

William Miller, 73, pioneer, is dead 
at Calgary. He attended the ceremony 
of driving the last spike into the 
Canadian Pacific Railway line at 
Craigellachie, B. C., in 1885. 

The Citreon-Haardt-Asiatic-Expedi- 
tion, travelling 8,000 miles across 
Asia, met temperatures ranging from 
120 degrees above zero to 16 degrees 
below.

C. N. R. Branch Lines 


$648,000 To Be Expended On Con- 
struction Work This Year 

A total of $648.000 will be expend- 
ed on branch line construction for the 
Canadian National Railways this 
year, that amount being authorized 
in the 1929-1932 programme, accord- 
ing to a return tabled by R. J. Man- 

Minister of Railways, in the 
House cf Commons. A number of the 
branch lines are completed, but work 
this year will be confined to five, of 
which two are in Alberta, one in Sas- 
katchewan, one each in British Col- 
umbia and Ontario. The programme 
follows: Bulwark (Alberta) easterly, 
$15,000; Brantford (Ontario) cut-off, 
$312,000; Hemaruka-Scapa (Alberta), 
$115,000; St. Walburg (Saskatch- 
ewan) Bonnyville, $35,000; Lulu Is- 
land (B. C.), $171,000, 

Expenditures in connection with 
the programme up tc December 21, 
1931, amounted to $17,610,769. During 
the year the sum of $4,378,050 was 
spent.

Gasoline Tax 


Net Revenue Shown For Saskatch- 
ewan For Year 1981 

The Saskatchewan gasoline tax re- 
sulted in a net revenue of $1,254,- 
058.20 being received into the provin- 
cial treasury in 1931, figures made 
public in the legislature disclosed. 

The total amount collected through 
the tax was $2,458,675.29, of which 
$1,148,528.59 was rebated in addition

1,107 for trailers.

Interesting Facts Given In Lecture 
By Ontario Professor 

That the spectacular objects fam- 
Marly known as shooting stars are 
not stars at all, but minute particles 
[of cold matter flying through space, 
which, coming into contact with the 
earth’s atmosphere, glow with the 
heat of friction, pass away, in gas, 
pass out again into space, or fall 
into the earth, was a fact brought 
out by Dr. Kingston, professor of 
astronomy at the University of West- 
ern Ontario, London, Canada, in an 
interesting illustrated address on 
“Comets and Meteors.” The so- 
called shooting stars which seem so 
far away and which seem to move so 
rapidly, are in reality only thirty, 
forty, maybe sixty miles away and 
are moving at only about thirty to 
sixty miles a second, not a really high 
rate of speed when compared with 
that of some other astral bodies. 

Some meteors are larger, however, 
and numerous examples are preserved 
which have fallen into the earth, 
weighing from a pound or so to sev- 
eral tons. The falling of a large 
meteor is believed to have caused 
the great crater in Arizona at least 
six hundred feet deep and nearly a 
mile in diameter, The greatest me- 
teor known in modern times is that 
which fell in Siberia in 1908, leaving 
a number of craters. This fell with 
such terrific force and heat that for- 
ests within a radius of over twenty 
miles were flattened to the ground 
in concentric circles like so many 
nine pins, trees were scorched and 
scores of animals killed. Falling in a 
very isolated area, it is not known 
that this caused the loss of any hu- 
man life, but had it fallen on a city, 
thousands of lives would doubtless 
have been snuffed out in a minute. 

Dr. Kingston also spoke of comets 
at some length, some travelling on 
open orbits, which are drawn with- 
in earthly vision by the gravitational 
pull of the sun, circle around the sun 
and then vanish again out into space, 
probably never to return, Others, 
however, like Haley's comet, which 
was seen in 1910, travel on an orbit 
hundreds of millions of miles in 
length, but return with mathematical 
regularity at fixed periods, that as- 
tronomers can estimate accurately. 
The effect of the sun on the comets, 
some of which are broken up into 
minute particles by its power, was 
&1so discussed at length by Dr. Kings- 
ton, whose address was illustrated by 
a large number of slides, diagrams il- 
lustrating the orbits of comets in re- 
lation to the planetary system, and

Higher Grain Pates 


Rate From Fort William To St. John 
and Halifax Goes Up Six Cents 
Per Bushel 

Grain rates from Fort William to 
St. John and Halifax have been ad- 
vanced six cents per bushel. The go- 
ing all-rail rate now stands at 3215 
cents per 100 lbs. 

The explanation of this increase, as 
given by officials of the board of rail- 
way commissioners, is as follows: 

The normal rail rate on grain from 
the head of the lakes to the Maritime 
ports was 32 ½ cents per 100 lbs. The 
rate is a highly competitive one, com- 
peting with the rate from Duluth to 
New York. Last summer the interstate 
commerce commission ordered the 
United States railways to reduce the 
Duluth-New York rate by 6 cents per 
The reduced rate went into 
force August 1. The Canadian rail- 
icads were compelled to reduce rates 
from the head of the lakes to the 
Maritime ports by a like amount. 

Meantime the U.S. railways refused 
to accept the interstate commerce 
commission's order as final, appealed 
from it to the Supreme Court. 
Recently the Supreme Court of the 
United States delivered judgment re- 
versing the order of the commission, 
restoring tha old rate. The Unitea 
States railways promptly raised their 
rate to the old level, The Canadian 
railroads did likewise. The board of 
railway commissioners, recognizing 


the old rate as a fair and just one 
placed no obstacle in the way of the 
increase,

i Clean Seed For Formers 


Hon. Mr. Buckle Announces Plan For 
Cleaning Wheat In Relief Area 
The Honourable W. C. Buckle, Min- 

ister of Agriculture, announces plans 

for the cleaning of wheat supplied 
to farmers in the relief area of Sas- 
katchewan. 

The stocks in local elevators will be 
distributed insofar as they are satis- 
factory and farmers will take the 
wheat home and clean it or they may 
arrange with custom cleaning outfits 
to clean it. Some of these may be 
operated by private individuals and 
some by municipal councils. An al- 
ternative is to have it cleaned by the 
local elevator or milling company, 

The cost of cleaning the wheat is 
included in the price and those clean- 
ing it themselves can claim a rebate 
from the Saskatchewan Relief Com- 
mission of 21% cents per bushel. 

When a farmer is unable to clean it 
himself he will make his own arrange- 
ments for getting it cleaned and the 
Relief Commission will pay to the 
cleaner a rate not exceeding 2% 
cents per bushel for the quantity of 
wheat cleaned. The charge will be 
based on the quantity of uncleaned 
wheat (excluding commercial dock- 
age), put through the cleaner, 

The operator of the cleaning ma- 
chine will be required to submit to 
the Relief Commission satisfactory 
evidence of cleaning. Proper forms 
for this purpose can be obtained from 
the local relief officer. 

The Relief Commission will only 
accept responsibility for cleaning 
charges on wheat supplied by the Re- 
lief Commission. 

Any cleaning for which the Relief 
Commission pays must be satisfac- 
tory to the Saskatchewan Department 
of Agriculture, whose representatives 
will make periodical inspections of 
cleaning operations as soon as the 
wheat is released for delivery to 
farmers. 


Store Gas For Planes 


Tractor To Be Used To Establish 
Caches For Aeroplanes Operating 
In North 

A caterpillar tractor swing to es- 
tablish caches of gasoline for use of 
aeroplanes flying into the Great Bear 
Lake country will leave Prince Albert 
in a few days to snake its way over 
frozen muskegs, rivers and lakes of 
the west’s hinterland to Fort Rae, 400 
miles south of the new mineral field. 
The “swing’s” route will be via Ile a 
la Crosse, La Loche and McMurray, 
Alberta, and from there up the Mac- 
kenzie River, a total distance of 1,- 
200 miles, 

This transportation venture of the 
Brooks Airways, Limited, which plans 
to operate a fleet of planes from 
Prince Albert to Great Bear Lake 
commencing shortly, has never before 
been attempted. The outfit will travel 
light to McMurray, end of steel, 
where the gasoline will be picked up. 
In the event the destination in the 
northwest territories is not reached 
to give sufficient time for the tractor 
and sleighs to be brought back, they 
will be left at Fort Rae until next 
winter. 

Following the swing's“ departure, 
Mr, Brooks will fly to McMurray, 
checking the ground party's progress 
from the alr. His business at McMur- 
ray will include the testing of the 
Mackenzle River ice to ascertain 
what care will be necessary to ensure 
safe passage for the tractor. The 
‘plane trip will be made via Fort 
Chippewyan and Stony Lake, the lat-

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Wheat Shortage 
Soviet To Use Thirty-Two Million 
Bushels For Sced 

Ottawa, Ont.--The Dominion Bu- 
veau of Statistics haus received a 
cable from London giving the official 
| text of the Molotov-Stalin decree re- 
| garding Soviet grain. It announces 
that 1,926,000,000 pounds of grain 
(32,100,000 bushels) will be sent to 
collective and state farms in the 
drouth areas for seed and food, the 
principal areas affected being the 
lower and middle Volga, Kazakstan 
and western Siberia regions. 

It is also decreed that the collec- 
tion of grain for spring sowing on 
collective farms shall be 6,700,000 
metrie tons, to be completed in the 
pru cipal areas by March 10. Up 
to Lebruary 10, 39 per cent. of this 
program had been fulfilled. 

This report gives further evidence 
of tie suspected crop failure over 
large Russian areas last season and 
explains in large measure why south 
Russian wheat shipments have fallen 
to auch low levels in the past few

Banking System Of Dominion Is 
Praised By American Official 

Washington, D.C.—Comparison be- 
tween the banking systems of Canada 
and the United States to the disad- 
vantage of the latter appears in the 
report of the treasury appropriation 
bill. 

Comptroller of Currency John W. 
Pole told a congressional committee 
there had been 2,290 bank failures 
in the United States during the cal- 
endar year 1931 and none in Canada 
since 1923, 

“It is a sad commentary on our 
| system,” he said, “when we realize 
that with an imaginary line running 
between Canada and the United 
States, where the same character of 
people live and where the same econo- 
mic conditions prevail, there is this 
great difference in hanking conditions, 

“The people on both sides of the 
border have similar characteristics. 
They are only separated by an imag- 
inary line, while on one side they 
have had no bank failures whatever, 
on our side there have been hun- 
dreds of bank failures,”

Supreme Love and Supreme Treach-

After the conclusion of a severe 
spell of cold weather the temperature 
rose considerably in the Gleichen dis- 
trict over the week-end, Seemingly 
it was a great relief to the farmers 
particularly the stockmen of the dis- 
tiet. While range cattle are in very 
fair condition throughout the territory, 
it is principally due to the fact that 
a considerable amount of feed has 
been fed during the severe part of 
the winter, The horses and cattle on 
the range are in condition to stand 
the balance of the winter months in 
a good way. Sheep and lambs have 
necessitated particular care for some- 
time and the long period of winter 
weather has made its mark. 

The feed situation throughout a 
large area adjoining Gleichen includ- 
ing the reserve is very well balanced. 
There has been no talk of spring op- 
erations yet as the fields are all cov- 
ered with a blanket of snow. With 
the present weather conditions con- 
tinuing it will not be long before the 
fields will he bare. It is fully ex- 
pected that practically all the mois- 
ture obtained in the form of snow dur- 
ing the winter season has been saved 
and maintained in the soil. It is 
generally believed that there is suf- 
fient moisture to germinate all class- 
es of grain and bring them on for 
some weeks during the spring time 

The outlook for a large acreage of 
seeding is good It is also expected 
that in general crops will be seeded 
in good farming like manner and that
